"The reports show that on July 3, 
1916, the 
28th company of marines 
was engaged with the Dominican arm- 
ed forces at the battle of Guayacanes. 
Durins a running fight of 1,200 yards, 
our forces reached 
the 
enemy en- 
trenchments, and 
Corporal Glowin 
placed the machine gun of which he 
had .cnarge behind a large log across 
the road and immediately opened nre 
on the trenches. He was struck once, 
but continued firing- his. gun. A mo- 
ment later he was again struck ana 
had to be dragged out of his position 
into cover. 
Sergeant Wynans then 
arrived with a Colt gun .whichi he 
placed in a most 
exposed position, 
cooley opened fire-on the trenches, and 
when the gun dammed stood up and 
repared it under fire. All the time 
Glowm and Wynans were handling 
their guns, they were exposed to a 
very hVavy fire, which was striking 
into logs around them, seven men be- 
ing wounded and one x killed wumn 
twenty feet.
